“THAT FUNDING BILL. 


A PACIFIC COAST SENATOR SAYS 
IT WILL PASS. 8 


Sutro’s Red-lettered Circulars Have 
Practically Killed the Fight 
Agpeinat the Bil-A Letter from 


Congressman Wilkon, | 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(Special 
Dispatch.) “The Funding Bill will pass 
both the House and the Senate, and will 
receive the signature of President Cleve- 
land.” This is the broad and unquali- 
fied statement made tonight by a Pa- 
cific Coast Senator, who says that, de- 
spite this belief, he will vote against 
the bill, and do all in his power to de- 
feat it. 

“When the present session opened,” 
he continued, the opponents of the 
bill, of which I am and always have 
been one, felt confident that we could 
prevent its passage, as we did in the 
last Congress, but that feeling of as- 
surance.is a thing of the past now. It 
is with regret that I say it, but the 
truth is that our own people are to 
blame for this state of affairs. These 
red-letter circulars sent out by Mayor 
Sutro and others, are as good as a 
dozen of Huntington's’ agents; they 
have done more to push the Funding 
Bill than anything else. It is unfor- 
tunate that such tactics as these have 
been pursued, but we at this end seem 
powerless to prevent them. 

“Had the fight been waged on purely 
legitimate lines, I am confident that 
the Funding Bill would be downed in 
the House by even a larger majority 
than at the last session. Still there is 
no use in crying over spilled milk. The 
injury has been done and the result 
can be as plainly seen now as six 
months hence. We do not propose to 
quit fighting, however, until our last 
gun is spiked. It is a hopeless battle, 
but our cause is.a good one and our 
constituents on the Coast expect us 
to fight to the bitter end.“ 

Congressman Wilson of New York 
has written a letter to Mayor Sutro 
in which he calls the Mayor’s attention 
to the great mistake which has been 
made in flooding Congress with circu- 
lars. He tells Mayor Sutro that he 
came to Congress this session with the 
idea that Huntington was all that he 
had been accused; that he (Wilson) fully 
intended to vote against the Funding 
Bill, as he did in the last Congress, but 


since reading some of the circulars 


sent out from San Francisco he had 
decided to study the matter thor- 
oughly before voting against the meas- 
ure. 

The hearings in the Central Pacific 
case will begin before the House Com- 
mittee on Pacific Roads tomorrow. 
Huntington is in town to appear be- 
fore the Pacific Railroad Committee. 
When seen at the Normandie he ap- 
peared in good spirits concerning the 
Funding Bill and made the prediction 
with more confidence and directness 


than he has previously shown that it 


will pass both houses and that the 
question which has occupied Congress 
for twenty years will be at last dis- 
posed of. He was accompanied by 
Judge Tweed of New York, who is said 
to be here in behalf of Huntington, as 
well as for the Union Pacific, and there 
were many members of Congress in at- 
tendance during the evening. 
Huntington said that there was noth- 
ing to say about the railroad situation, 
excépt that a good deal of work was 
being done in favor of the Funding Bill 
by Mayor Sutro of San Francisco, 
whose circulars implying in red ink 
that Congressmen could be bribed by 
the wholesale had produced a consider- 
able personal feeling against Sutro and 
his followers, and in favor of the sum- 
mary passage of the bill which would 
be reported by the House Committee. 
So far as he could see, no work was be- 
ing done against the bill, and every- 
thing pointed in one way. He would 
be content with any bill which Congress 
passed, and he had always fen that 


when a great question df this sort came 
up, it was generally determined with 
justice to all. 

A HURRIED MEETING. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 27.—Mayor 
Sutro has called the Anti-funding Com- 
mittee of Fifty to meet in his office on 
Wednesday. The reason for this hur- 


ried meeting was the inability of the’ 


committee appointed to draft a méfi- 
orial to Congress to agree on the form 
of the memorial.

LONDON, Jan. .- (By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) In response to further inquiry 
concerning the safety of Americans in 
the Transvaal by Secretary Olney, 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, sent a dispatch to the Gov- 
ernor of Cape Colony, Sir Hercules 
Robinson, on Friday last, asking for 
further particulars concerning the 
Americans at Pretoria. Sir Hercules 
Robinson replied that all Americans 
were well treated and that only John 
Hays Hammond, consulting engineer of 
the Consolidated and Chartered Com- 
pany, is still in custody. . 

A REPRESENTATIVE WANTED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Secretary 
Olney has received by cable an appeal 
from the American residents at Johan- 
nesburg praying that a diplomatic rép- 
resentative of the United States be 
sent into the Transvaal to look after 
their interests. Nothing is said in the 
cablegram in the way of direct sug- 
gestion that our government intervene 
to secure from the Transvaal govern- 
ment fair treatment politically for res- 
ident Americans. 

At present the United States is with- 
out a diplomatic representative in all 
Africa save in Liberia, and our diplo- 
matic business with that continent is 
done through the medium of United 
States residents at the home govern- 
ments of the African colonies in Eu- 
rope. It is only within the past two 
years that he have had even a consular 
officer at Johannesburg, and he is 
nothing more than an agent, account- 
able to the United States Consul at 
Cape Town, Mr. Knight. 

The President might, of his own in- 
stance, send a commissioner to the 
Transvaal for a special occasion, but if 
it is desired to maintain a permanent 
diplomatic representative there, which 
events would seem to indicate is neces- 
sary, this can be done only by author- 
ity of Congress, which must, make the 
appropriation for the Minister’s salary 
and the expenses of the legation. It is 
probable that a recommendation to this 
effect will be made shortly.

Demands that Their Minister Be 
Ordered Home. 


Gen Grosvenor Says the House 
is Cowardly. 


Senate Resolution Calling on the 
Powers to Emforce Reforms is 
Adopted—Utah’s New Senators 
Sworn In—Bond Bill. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Senators 
Frank J. Cannon and Arthur Brown, 
from the new State of Utah, took the 
oath of office in the Senate today, the 
former drawing the term ending March 
3, 1899, and the latter the term ending 
March 3, 1897. With the exception of 
the contested Delaware case this es- 
tablishes the political division of the 
upper branch of Congress until March 
4, 1897, as follows: Republicans, 44; 
Democrats, 39; Populists, 6; total, 89; 
necessary for a majority, 45. Should 
Mr. Dupont be seated from Delaware 
the Republican vote would be 45, but 
at the same time the number neces- 
sary for a majority would be 46. 

Aside from this event the session was 
given to further speeches on the Sit- 
ver Bond Bill, two of the new members 
of the body, Senator Nelson of Minne- 
sota, and Senator Bacon of Georgia 
making speeches, the former against 
the free coinage of silver and Senator 
r urging the evils of a gold stand- 
ar ‘ 

Senator Hansbrough of North Da- 
kota severely criticized the Secretary 
of Agriculture for the alleged failure 
to distribute seeds in accordance with 
the law, and Senator George of Missis- 
sippi defended Secretary Morton’s ac- 
tion. The debate will proceed tomorrow. 

Senator Lodge offered an amendment 
to the Bond Silver Bill providing for a 
bond issue of $100,000,000, the proceeds 
to be used for coast défenses. 

The House today, after a interesting 
four hour debate, adopted the resolu-

The House commit- 
tee had prepared some resolutioas on 
the same subject, but it was deemed 
advisable, after the Senate resolutions 
reached the House today, to substi- 
tute them for those prepared by the 
committee. 
Mr. Quigg of New York. who had 
charge of the bill, made an able pre- 
sentation of the case, but there was 
a disposition on the part of some of 
the members to go further than the 
resolutions did and Mr. Hepburn of 
Iowa proposed to give the Turkish Min- 
ister his passports and sever all dip- 
lomatic relations with Turkey. His 
remarks denouncing the Turkish out- 


| rages and charging that thé powers 


signatory to the treaty to Berlin were 
actuated by political and other con- 
siderations in maintaining the “bal- 
ance of power” in Eastern Europe were 
received with enthusiasm and at one 
time it looked as if the House might 
be carried by his way of thinking. But 
the counsel of Mr. Hitt not to take

The 
essence of the controversy lies in the 
proposition whether an executive offi- 
cer of the government has the right 
to wilfully, deliberately, designedly, 
and, as in this case, premeditatedly, 
ignore a solemn statute of Congress. I 
believe it can be shown that the hon- 
orable Secretary of Agriculture has 
disobeyed the mandate of the legis- 
lative branch of the government. It is 
a part of his departmental functions 
to carry into effect any law appertain- 
ing to the affairs of his department 
which Congress sees fit to enact. The 
last Congress made an appropriation 
of $130,000 to be used in the purchase 
and distribution of seeds, bulbs, etc., 
as required by law.” a 

Mr. Hansbrough proceeded to show 
that the Secretary advertised for seeds 
in a technical way, and, receiving no 
bids, refused to re-advertise. The Sen- 
ator continued: 

“It was the plain duty of the Secre- 
tary, if he desired to execute the laws, 
to have re-advertised and to have ear- 
nestly endeavored to get bidders. In- 
stead of this, he rejected all of the 
bids upon technical grounds, forth-

on Agriculture a few days ago, the 
Secretary said he was not opposed on 
principle to the purchase and distribu- 
tion of feeds.

When the passage of the Senate Ar- 
menian resolution was announced. Mr. 
Quigg of New York, a member of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, moved that 
the Senate resolution be substituted for 
that of the House. He explained the 
difference between the resolutions was 
80 slight that it was not advisable, in 
view of the passage of the Senate reso- 
lution, to press the one prepared by the 
House Committee.

He thought the reso- 
lution should be confined to a single de- 
nunciation of the atrocities against the 
Christians. 

Mr. Hepburn of Iowa, in a bold 
speech, advocated going even farther 
than the resolution did. His position 
evidently suited the temper of the 
House, for his utterances evoked great 
enthusiasm. The House had listened, 
he said, to a recital such as seldom fell 
on human ears. Thirty thousand Chris- 
tians slaughtered by the unspeakable 
Turk because of their religious views. 
And what was it we proposed to do? 
First, make a wild protest; then express 
sympathy, with those who yet remain, 
menace peril and suffering grief 
for slaughtered friends. 

“They do not want sympathy,” said 
Mr. Hepburn impetuously. They need 
rescue. They do not want words, but 
deeds.“ (Prolonged applause.) 

The resolutions asked that these 
countries that for years had been dere- 
Het in their duty 
their treaty stipulations. What would 
be the result? All the world knew that 
England held the Turkish bonds and 
that her capitalists, to the extent of 
hundreds of millions, were interested 
in preserving the autonomy of the 
Turkish empire.

The 
American Minister, Whose  viilance 
was commended throughout the world, 
had seen to it that no Amcficans were 
injured, and the Turkish sovernment 
Was eager to pay for American property 
destroyed

Mr. Taft then offered his amendment 
to the main resolution ani it was en- 
tertained. It placed the responsibility 
for rkish outrages on the European 
powers. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio declared that 
the resolutions reported by the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs dodged 
every point that might offend the Turk- 
ish government, and therefore piaced 
the House, if adopted, in a position of 
shuddering, shivering cowardice. They 
did not speak the sentiment of the 
Christian people against the unspeak- 
able crimes of Turkey. When-it was 
proposed to sever diplomatic relations 
with Turkey, the committee ‘replied 
that it would not do to do that lest 
Turkey might retaliate by murdering 


some of our citizens. He characterized 


this argument as not only cowardly but 
ridiculous. When, some of our sailors 
were killed at Santiago we did not 
hesitate because some American prop- 
erty might be destroyed or citizens 
killed. We sent warships there. 

Should we allow this banded set of 
criminals” to kill, murder and burn, 
and refrain from severing relations 
with such savages out of fear lest 
some of our own citizens should suffer? 
Were we not capable of protecting our- 
selves and our citizens? He denounced 
the olutions of the committee as in- 
efficient, incomplete and unworthy of 
utterance. He asked that they be with- 
drawn and something of a more vigor- 
ous character substituted. 

Mr. Brummell of Pennsylvania 
thought no such resolution. would have 
been necessary had the executive been 
more American. If James G. Blaine 
had been at the head of the State De- 
partment Congress would not be called 
upon to act. 

Mr. Hardy argued that the United 
States should have become a party to 
the Berli ntreaty to protect the Armeni- 
ans in Turkey.

CANADA MAKING RBADY. 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Jan. 27.—The first 
signs of the Dominion government’s in- 
tention to carry out its promises to- 
ward the protection of the country in 
the event of trouble with any other na- 
tion are seen in the estimates of the 
coming year, which were presented to 
Parliament tonight by Hon. G. E, Fos- 
ter, Minister of Finance. The total es- 
timate for the ensuing year is $41,230,- 
681, about the same as last. In the ex- 
penses for the maintenance of the mi- 
litia, however, there is an increase of 
$372,716 over last year. 

The total estimate in the expenditure 
of the Canadian militia and regulars 
will be $1,105,884, exclusive of over 
$100,000 to be spent on an armory at 
Halifax, N. 8. The expenditure in the 
Northwest mounted police will be $253,- 
000 against $500,000 last year. The mi- 
litia are to be armed with new rifles, 
but the particular style of arms has 
not yet been agreed upon. No vote 
is asked as yet. 

The Dominion last year contributed 
$77,500 toward paying for the con- 
struction of the new fortifications at 
Esquimalt. This year the sum to be 
quoted by Parliament will be $29,000, 
the fortifications having been com- 
pleted. As usual Canada will pay $47,- 
000 to the marine artillery detailed by 
ine _governiqent to garrison Victoria, 


DENOUNCES THE DEMANDS. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—A dispatch to 
the World from Caracas says that the 
press denounces the German demands 
for the payment of the railroad debt, 
and says it is the work of enemies of 
the Venezuelan government to compli- 
cate the situation. The demands will 
be amicably arranged. 

Anti-English meetings are again be- 
ing held. The women of Venezuela 
have formed branches of the Society 
for the Defense of the National Terri- 
tory and will boycott all English house- 
hold effects.

Emperor William was born January 27, 
1859, and became Emperor on June 
15, 1888.

FLED FROM THE TURK. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—Detained on 
Ellis Island are two Armenians who, 


under the immigration laws, will have 


to be deported unless they can secure 
the necessary bonds which will entitle 
them to land. They say that deporta- 
tion will simply mean starvation and 
death. They arrived at this port on 
the Servia on January 20 and came 
from Harpool, near Alexandretta. Both 
men tell tales of horrible cruelties 
which they have been subjected to at 
the hands of the Turks, and give de- 
tails of the wholesale murders of Ar- 
menians. Charcherdorrian, one of them, 
four months ago, had a wife and three 
children. He is today without them. 
All the members of his 8 were 
slaughtered before his eyes by the 
Turks and he was compelled to look on 
and see his wife first outraged and then 
killed. De Garabadin, the other one, 
has also seen many of his relatives 
killed. 

During the massacre in which the 
wife and three children were killed the 
two men decided to escape from Turk- 
ish tyranny and seek a refuge with 
some relatives in this country, who live 
at Newton, Mass. They had a scanty 
stock of money, but both possessed 
some property which could have been 
converted into money if they had dared 
to do so. This course they knew would 
attract suspicion and one night they 
left Harpool altogether. 

At Smyrna their friends secured pas- 
sage for them to Marseilles, from 
which port they were furnished suffi- 
cient funds to reach Liverpool and to 
take steerage passage on the Servia to 
this country. On their arrival at Ellis 
Island they found their difficulties were 
by no means ended. They had no 
money, but: they held tickets to New- 
ton, Mass. They were brought before 
Commissioner Senner, to whom they 
told their story. Dr. Senner wrote to 
Newton making inquiry. An uncle of 
one of the Armenians came to this city 
and said that he would provide for the 
men, but was unable to furnish the 
requisite $500 bonds for each. 

The Armenian colony in the eity will 
probably take steps to secure the gec- 
essary bonds which will assure their 
\anding in this country.

In the Pajaro and Sa- 
linas valleys a considerably-increased 
acreage has been planted, and all of 
it is in a splendid condition. Sugar 
beets. have been of great material bene- 
fit to that part of the State. My in- 
vestments there and elsewhere in Cali- 
fornia, in fact, have been of such a 
character as to inspire me with the ut- 
most confidence in the profitableness 
of the industry. 

“I have still more capital to invest in 
the beet-sugar industry. Wherever I 
find the farmers sufficiently interested 
in the subject, if the climate and soil 
be suitable, I am ready and willing 
to assist them in developing the indus- 
try, not alone by the establishment of 
factories in their immediate vicinity, 
but also in the way of. assisting them 
financially in the cultivaton of the raw 
product.

CARLSON WAS LATE, 


The Supreme Court Decides Against 
the San Diego Contestant, 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 27.—The Su- 
preme Court today decided a point in 
the election laws of interest to candi- 
dates who may begin a contest for an 
Office hereafter. William H. Carlson 
made a contest in the fall of 1894 for 
the Assessorship of San Diego county. 
John P. Burt was elected assessor. 
Carlson filed a contest, but the Superior 
Court of San Diego decided that it was 
filed too late, and today the Supreme 
court sustained that decision. 

The law says the written statement 
of contest must be filed within forty 
days after the “return day of election.“ 
It was filed in this case on December 
29, 1894. The election returns were pro- 
duced before the Board of Supervisors 
on November 6, 1894, when the court 
began, and the official results were de- 
clared by the Supervisors on November 
19. The question hung upon the words 
“return day,” and the court holds that 
the return day is the day, not when the 
result is announced, but when the Lu— 
pervisors have the official results pro- 
duced before them, that is, the first 
Monday after the election, so Carlson’s 
contest was filed thirteen days too late.

HUMAN BREASTWORKS. 


CAMPOS’S SCHEME FOR STAYING 
THE INSURGENTS. 


It Has Been Amplified and the Span- 
ish Generals Say Maceo’s Forces 
Will Have to Dash Themselves 
Against the Wall or Ge to Sea. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—A World spe- 
clal from Havana says that the plan 
uf tampaign adopted by the command- 
er-in-chief of the Spanish forces now in 
Cuba has been divulged by several offi- 


cers of high rank, whose names must 
be kept secret. 


Gen. Campos established what be- 
came known as the “wall of men.” He 
distributed a large number of Spanish 
troops in such a manner that they prac- 
tically formed a solid line from coast to 
coast. His line began in the north, 
about five miles west of Havana, and 
extended south to the Bay of Mata- 
mano, At the time this plan was 
adopted Gomez had announced that 
he would take his command not only 
into Havana provinces, but that he 
would walk into Pinar del Rio, and as 
far as he possibly could. Campos de- 
termined to prevent Gomez from carry- 
ing out his project. The “wall of men” 
was well to the westward of the rail- 
road line betwen Havana and Bata- 
bano. Gomez and Maceo not only suc- 
ceeded in crossing Campos’s line, but 
recrossed it several times and Gomez 
and Maceo separated west of it 
two weeks ago. Maceo remained 
in Pinar del Rio province doing 
about as he pleased, while Gomez in- 
vaded Havana province again, and at 
one time camped within fifteen miles of 
the capital of Cuba. 

Reports were printed in the United 
States that Gomez was at the gates of 
Havana, and that it was only a ques- 
tion of a few hours when he would on- 
ter the city, but Gomez had no inten- 
tion of attacking the city. He openly 
declared that his only object. was to 
tire out the Spanish troops. A large 
number of armored cars have been or- 
dered. At least 3000 armed troops will 
be kept constantly moving over the 
railroad. 

Maceo and his command, the Spanish 
generals say, cannot escape. He is 
looked upon as an “easy mark.” Many 
of his troops are believed to be 
wounded. If Maceo tries to go east he 
will run up against a new wall of men 
that is stronger than the one he broke 
through some weeks ago. If he tries to 
escape west the Spanish argue that he 
will have to march to the sea, where 
his only chance to get away will be in 
boats. The Spanish commanders fear 
only Gomez. Although he is nearly 68 
years old, they recognize in him one of 
the ablest of fighting men, and an ex- 
pert tactician. 

BURNED A TRAIN. 

HAVANA, Jan. 27. — The passenger 
train which went from Havana to 
Guanajay leaving that place at 4 o'clock 
for a return trip, was held up last night 
by insurgents near San Antonio. The 
passengers were compelled to leave the 
train. The rebels burned the cars and 
destroyed che engine. This train had 
no armored cars, because the company 
had none rcady. Some are being con- 
structed for passengers and when they 
are finished will be put on all trains. 
Then it is believed people may travel 
over the island in safety. | 
A FILIBUSTERING CONSPIRACY. | 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The Span- 
ish Minister has informed the State De- 
partment that last Friday night the 
steamer J. W. Hawkins left New York 
with an expedition of 150 men with 
arms and ammunition, in command of 
Calixo Garcia; that the arms and am- 
muniction confiscated at Cedar Keyes, 
Fla., were ready to be embarked on a 
schooner to join the Garcia expedition 
at sea, and that the steamer Commo- 
dore, at Wilmington, N. C., still in 
port, is in the conspiracy.“ The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury telegraphed this 
statement to all collectors along the 
South Atlantic Coast with instructions 
to consult United States attorneys and 
take whatever action will be necessary 
to prevent any violation of interna- 
tional law. 


PICK-UP FOR THE CRUISERS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—From_ the 
fact that some of the officers of the 
cruisers have not yet joined their ships 
it is evident that the dutsidé cruise will 
not be of long duration, and therefore 
it is surmised that the purpose of the 
Navy Department is to use the Mont- 
gomery and the Raleigh to lie in wait 
off the Virginia Capes to pick up the 
Hawkins, with the party of alleged’ fili- 
busterers under Garcia aboard, and 
place the ship under detention and the 
party under arrest for violation of 
neutrality laws. 


DISPLAYING GREAT ACTIVITY. 


HAVANA, Jan. 27.—Communication 
with Pinar del Rio is still very much 
interrupted, but reports received by 
couriers show that the insurgents there 
under Antonio Maceo are displaying 
great activity, and are doing much 
damage, despite the reports dissemi- 
nated here to the contrary. It is ad- 
mitted that some 2000 residents of Pinar 
del Rio province have joined the forces 
of the insurgents. 

CAMPOS AND OTHERS. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 28,—A dispatch to 
the World from Havana says that be- 
fore Campos sailed for Spain he sent 
the following cable to Premier Canovas 
at Madrid, with the understanding that 
it should not be made public until after 
his departure: 

“On board the vessel on which I re- 
turn to Spain I would not be doing my 
duty if I failed to express to your ex- 
cellency the gratitude I owe to Her 
Majesty's government, and especially 
to Your Excellency and the Ministers 
for the Colonies and of the Treasury, 
for the efforts made in my behal?, leav- 
ing nothing undone which would lead 
to my success, not only for the national 
welfare, but out of personal affection 
for me. 

“If I have failed, all the responsibility 
lies entirely with myself.

THE WATER CAME DOWN YESTER- 
DAY IN REAL EARNEST. 


Streets Were Washed, Sewers 
Flushed, Much Good and Some 
Trifl_ing Damage Done—Patrol

The rain came down in real earnest 
yesterday. The water began falling 
before daybreak, continued steadily 
but mildly until about 1:30 p.m., when 
the “fire pressure“ was turned on and 
the shower became almost like a cloud- 
burst.

INGLESIDE RACE TRAQK| 


CAPT, TOM MERRY RIDES HIS 
FAVORITE HOBBY. 


He Waxes Enthusiastic Over the Re- 
naissanmce of Hose”? Racing on 
the Pacific Coast~The New Track 
is a Great Success. 


Capt. Tom Merry, who left here last 
July for Ventura, is at the Ramona. 
He is now in the employ of the new 
Pacific Coast Jockey Club, which owns 
and operates the Ingleside racecourse 
at San Francisco, and he tells in 
graphic language all about the success 
of the new racing enterprise. Motion- 
ing his interviewer to a chair, he said: 

“Tell you all about our new track? 
Why; yes, there’s nothing easier. You 
must know that about a year ago sev- 
eral prominent turfmen, among whom 
were A. B. Spreckels of San Francisco 
and Edward Corrigan of Chicago, be- 
came dissatisfied at the way things 
were going on at the Bay District track. 
I do not propose to go into details over 
that part of it, for it would make too 
long a story. It is enough to say that 
they concluded that their only way out 
of the dilemma was to buy some land 
and build a track of their own, This 
was done, and A. M. Allen of Chicago, 
who built the Hawthorne and Harlem 
tracks near that place, was sent out to 
take charge of the work. He began in 
July, and had to do some very heavy 
work. The first quarter-mile lay-across 
a deep ravine which necessitated an 
360,000 cubic 
yards of earth. Since then an inside 
track for training purposes has heen 
built, which contains about 312,000 
yards. The expense for labor and 
teams employed for these two ‘fills’ 
has never been less than $100 per day.“ 

“In what way does the track itself 

differ from other tracks?” asked the 
reporter. 
“In the respect that is the safest track 
west of the Rockies, and the fastest 
mud track ever known anywhere. 
Last week we had heavy rains, yet 
during that weather we had three 
races of six furlongs run below 1:17 
and a mile in 1:46%. There is no other 
track in America that could show such 
time in muddy going.” ' 

How does the earthwork differ from 
other tracks?“ asked the scribe. © 

Well, you see, the basis is sand, very 
light and porous in its nature. Over 
that Mr. Allen put a coating of clay 
about two feet deep, and on top of that 
again a top dressing of rich black loam, 
say fifteen inches. When it rains the 
sand drains down the moisture like a 
big sponge. Hence the fast time in bad

Discussing Pasadena Street Improve- 
 _ments—City Deeds. 

The regular session of the City Coun- 
cil this afternoon was devoted largely 
to the hearing of the protest against 
the extension of Benefit Court. A full 


arguments pro and con. Capt. Simp- 
son appeared for the persons repre- 
sented upon the protest. In effect he 
sail that the proposed opening of the 
street was neither a matter of public 
necessity nor convenience, and that in 
all such work, the city should oe con- 
vinced of the public necessity, which 
alone gives them warrant for such work, 
He stated that since Colorado street 
Was scnicthing over four hundred feet 
north of the proposed extension, and 
Elä do street about two huudred 
feet south, both running parallel to 
the count, there was no further need 
of cutiet in that direction.

MONROVIA, Jan. 27.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The people of this city 
are looking forward to an unusually 
prosperous year. With a perfected wa- 


ter system which brings the pure arti- 


cle from the mountains straight to the 
homes of the people, additional rail- 
way communication with Los Angeles, 
needed street improvement carried out 
and completed, and a movement for an 
electric lighting system, are inducing 
outsiders to invest, and gives an im- 
petus to everything, which is sure to 
increase the population materially the 
present year. During 1895 .twenty-five 
new residences were erected, and the 
Southern Pacific Company constructed 
its fine depot. The building boom for 
1896 is about to begin. Richard Rieson 
of Duarte recently purchased five lots 
on Myrtle avenue, and two on Enci- 
nitas avenue, on which he contemplates 
in a short time the erection of as many 
cottages. He has had the plans drawn 
for four. There is a demand for mod- 
ern houses, and these cottages will 
likely find renters before completion. 
C. Herbst of Los Angeles is an- 
other man who has faith in the future 
of Monrovia. He has purchased lot 8 
in Monroe’s addition, paying $800 there- 
for. He will build a house and remove 
here from Los Angeles.

If Mr. Buel finally deter- 
mines to locate here one of the other 
improvements talked of by him is an 
ice plant, which will call for an ex- 
penditure of a good deal of money.

LOANS ON WHEAT. The wheat sit- 
uation in California has undergone a 
very remarkable change in the last 
thirty days. Values had touched about 


nothing in sight on which to base hopes 
of reaction. But again, as if to illus- 
trate the truth of the old saying, al- 
ways the darkest the hour before day,“ 
three factors have made their sudden 
appearance in the field and prices of 
wheat are visibly rising. 

The three factors are: The present 
large demand for wheat from Austra- 
lia, the uncertainties respecting Euro- 
pean peace or war, and, thirdly, the de- 
crease in the visible supply. These are 
still the existing conditions and, as a 
consequence, wheat is taking on a 
value which it has not known for some 
time. The San Francisco banks have 
also become cognizant of that fact, as 
they are making advances on it.. This 
may be the means of profit to farmers 
and others who hold any considerable 
supply, for, in the event of anything 
occurring to create a still greater de- 
mand for American wheat, the holders 
would be those who would profit 
thereby. 


LARGE TRANSACTIONS. The fol- 
lowing figures are taken from the last 
weekly letter of Clapp & Co., bankers, 
New York. They aré interesting, as 
showing the enormous business trans- 
acted in the United States during the 
year 1895. Comparisons are made with 
1894. Total values of all the New York 
exchange transactions, 77,385,749, 428, 
against $5,323,149,984 in 1894. Coffee Ex- 
change transactions 3,055,250 bags, 
against 618,750. Associated Banks’ 
clearings $29,841,796,724, against $24,387,- 
807,019, Sub-Treasury, New York, re- 
ceipts, $1,280,204,903; payments, 31.239, 
768, 904. Gold exported, $99,997.356. Gold 
imported, $26,259,510. Customs receipts 
for sixteen months ended December 1, 
1895, under Wilson Bill, were $213,437,- 
870, against $255,981,502 under first six- 
teen months of McKinley Bill.

THE LATE BOND SYNDICATE. 
Bradstreet's is engaged in expressing: 
grief over the dissolution of the Mor- 
gan bond syndicate which hoped to 
have the privilege of furnishing the 
government with what money was re- 
quired. It says: There is a feeling in 
financial circles that the dissolution 
of the syndicate is unfortunate, as it 
involves a disruption of the forces 
which by joint action would not only 
have insured the complete success of 
the loan, but have effected it with the 
least possible degree of friction or dis- 
turbance of the money market.” 

As to what is meant by the least 
possible degree of friction or disturb- 
ance of the money market” is not ap- 
parent. If it is to be interpreted as 
meaning that the banks who were in 
the syndicate will not have a chance 
to pocket as big profits by a popular 
loan as they would have done had they 
had the sole privilege of subscribing to 
it as a syndicate, the remark of Brad- | 
street’s becomes intelligible, but it by, 
no means follows that there need be, 
or will be, any friction or disturbance 
of the money market therefrom.* 


COMMERCIAL. 

IMPORTED “OLIVE” OIL. The Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Grower prints a state- 
ment that should be read and remem- 
bered by those who use olive ofl: “A 
heavy dealer in imported table oils in 
New Tork alleges that not over 5 per 
cent. of the so-called olfve oil is pure, 
and of that small percentage a large 
part is of inferior quality. California 
olive oil is generally pure and always 
wholesome. It will not be many years 
before this State will be able to supply 
a large part of the pure oil consumed 
in the United States. Our olive grow- 
ers appear to have a bright future. 

The New York Ledger has also some- 
thing to say of olive oil. Speaking of 
the California production, it says: “As 
a simple home treatment, several pa- 
tients. have been immediately relieved 
by drinking large quantities of pure

DRIED- FRUIT MARKET The mar- 
ket for dried fruits, although at pres- 
ent in a depressed condition, is not 
likely to long remain so. The Philadel- 
phia Grocery World, which has always 
a kind word to say for California and 
its products, speaks of the present sit- 
uation as follows: 

„A glance over the last dried-fruit 
season justifies the statement that the 
United States is absolutely independent 
of other countries in the matter of 
dried fruits. The State of California 
appears to be fully able to supply not 
only the home demand, but also con- 
siderable of the export demand as well. 
California is the great source of dried- 
fruit supply in this country, and during 
the present season is furnishing to Phil- 
adelphia and all other markets prac- 
tically all of its dried fruits of all 
kinds. \ 

„In almost every line California has 
had the market to herself. In the mat- 
ter of prunes this has been éspecially 
noticeable. As a rule French prunes 
constitute an appreciable factor in the 
market. This year not a box of them 
has come here, by reason of the high 
price, but there has been planty all 
the same. The California prune crop, 
which has been only average, has sup- 
plied every bit of the home demand, 
and also sent some abroad. Even after 
this there is a small surplus. 

“The only competition California has 
in this market in dried peaches ema- 
nates from the South, and this is rap- 
idly diminishing. The southern green 
peaches are all right, but thetr drying 
process is very inferior, and as the re- 
sult southern dried peaches are grow- 
ing more unpopular every year. There 
was a time when California shipped 
only a few dried peaches East. Now 
it ships very nearly all used.“ 

Speaking of raisins it says: 

‘The State of California grows 
enough raisins to supply the United 
States and England and still have some 
left. Malaga raisins, which used to be 
sold very freely in American markets, 
have been nearly excluded by a Cali- 
fornia raisin which has been prepared 
in the same style. There has been 
fewer foreign raisins here this year 
than usual, and the time is probably 
not far distant when all the supply will 
come from California. 

“In apricots, California reigns su- 
preme in the United States, for no apri- 
cots are imported whatever, save a 
few from France in the glace-fruit 
form. The consumption of this fruit is 
small, but California can supply it, 
whatever it is. In apples, California 
can supply the demand well enongh, 
but her apples are of the wrong kind. 
Dried apples must be tart, while those 
from California are all sweet. 

“California dried peas. are xulso of 
great importance in the American mar- 
kets, supplying, practically, all of the 
demand. There are a few in Delaware, 
but not. enough to exercise a very im- 
portant effect upon the market. Some 
tew dried peas also come from Ger- 
many, but even were these and those 
from Delaware cut off, California could 
supply all of the American demand.

The 4 Insulter of Women. ‘Humbly 

Biers for Mercy. 

In the Police Court yesterday M. E. 
Balcomb was given a chance to explain 
why he went along Spring street Sat- 
urday evening insulting women: He 
offered no defense, except the state- 
ment that he felt ill Saturday even- 
ing and was overcome with a strange 
feeling which he had never before ex- 


perienced. In order to shake it off he 
went into a saloon and. drank some 


feel better, but when he again sallied 
forth upon the street, the strange feel- 
ing again came over him. Again he 
entered a saloon and tried to drown the 
queer sensation out with whisky. A 
third and a fourth time he did this and 
after that his mind became a blank. 
He had no recollection at all of grab- 
bing hold of any women or being ar- 
rested, but had a faint impression that 
he ran around in a circle. That was no 
doubt when Officer Tom Rico pinioned 
his arms and rushed him around the 
corner of the Bryson Block to the Po- 
lice Station. 
Officer Rico and two citizens told 
how they followed Balcomb on Spring 
Street and saw him grab in an insult- 
ing manner many women, one of the 
witnesses estimating the number of 
Nomen insulted while he was watching 
him at at least fifty. Two of the women 
sent their names to the Police Station 
as witnesses, if needed, but they were 
saved the mortification. of being put 
on the witness stand, the evidence of 


three men being sufficient: to 
Balcomb’s guilt. the 


fendant did not appear to be drunk, as 
he walked briskly along, and grabbed 
i 6 woman he met below the waist 
Balcomb shame-facedly admitted 
that he might have done all that was 
alleged and entered no denial, but laid 
his unbecoming conduct all on the 
liquor which he had poured down his 
throat to allay that strange feeling. 
Four Honor, I have a wife and 
daughter myself, whom I would not 
like to see insulted by any man, and 
I cannot conceive how I did what is 
charged, but I will not deny it in the 
face of such evidence. But I wish you 
to take into consideration the fact that 
I have always borne a good reputation. 
This is the first time in my life that I 
have been in such a scrape and if you 
will let me off easy this time, I promise 
you faithfully that I will never drink 
another drop of liquor so long as I 
live, so help me God.“ 
+ Balcomb delivered this little speech 
in a very dramatic way with a pa- 
thetic quaver in his voice. He evi- 
dently was sincere and meant all that 
he said, thus showing that he had 
some manhood left. Justice Owens 
took his case under consideration until 
Balcomb said he was a railroad man 
until five years ago. Since then -he has 
been a hotel clerk, working recently at

Commendation for Everything and 
Everybody+The City Wins a 
Water Sunit—The Rain Has Come 
at Last—Trustees not 
Contempt. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 27.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The report of 
the grand jury was made today, signed 
by James W. Doran, foreman, and 
James Fleming, secretary. The report 
criticises the Board of Supervisors for 
holding such frequent regular méetings, 
thus making the mileage unduly heavy. 
Otherwise the board is commended for 
its management of public affairs. 

Clerk, Auditor and Recorder Diss is 
highly commended for his able man- 
agement of his many lines of work. 
The report says: The improvements 
that have been made during the ad- 
ministration of the present incumbent 
are many and of great value.“ 

The Treasurers books are réported in 
“good shape; and the Assessor is com- 
mended especially for his systematic 
handling of mortgage records. 


The report points to a discrepancy 
between the books of the Auditor and 
the Tax Collector of $1030.15, due to 
changes on the assessment rolls and 
clerical errors in the Tax Collestor’s 


office. 

The condition of the District Attor- 
ney's office is commended, and the 
Sheriff’s books are found all right, 
barring a few clerical errors. 

Regarding the Board of Horticulture 
the report says: “We could find no 
books 
base any report.” The report adds: 
“We unanimously commend the action 
of the Supervisors in reducing the 
commission to one member, as we fully 
believe the best interests of the tax- 
payers is being subserved thereby.“ 

The office of the Superintendent of 
Schools is found in condition. 

The County Jail is declared to be 
neat, orderly and well kept, though 
the jail under the old Courthouse is 
declared to be in a very unsatisfactory 
condition. i 

The Health Officer is found to be en- 
ergetic and efficient. The County Hos- 
pital is reported in excellent condition 
the expenses have been reduced by the 
present management from 47% cents to 
87% cents a day per capita. 

The County Surveyor, Public Admin- 
istrator and Coroner are commended. 
The asylum at Highland has been in-. 
spected and found in an admirable 
condition.
